To amend an Act relating to tire Valuation of 
rateable Propei'ty in Ireland.

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session liolden in the Preainble. 

Eifteenth and Sixteenth Years of Her Majesty (Chapter iSAieVkt. 
Sixty-three), “ to amend the Laws relating to the Valuation 
of Rateable Property in Ireland,” and such Act was amended by 
5 an Act of the last Session of Parliament, Chapter Seven : And whereas 16 & l7Vict. 
it is expedient ftirther to amend the said Act of the Fifteenth and Six- 
teentli Years of Her Majesty : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
10 ment assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The said Act of the last Session of Parliament, and Sections 16 & 17 Vict. 
Fifteen, Twenty-nine, and Thirty of the firstly hercin-before men- Section^ 16 . 
tioned Act, and so much of Section Twenty-five of the same Act 29. and 30. 
as enacts that on the Receipt by the Treasurer of any County 
15 of such final Lists as therein mentioned of any Barony or of the 15 & 16 Vict. 
whole Number of Baronies in such County such Treasurer shall 
strike out from the Columns in such final Lists relating to Buildings ^ 
the Valuations of each and every House in each Tenement and

Townland the net annual Value of which House as therein stated 
shall not exceed Five Pounds, and shall deduct the Sum of such 
Valuations of Houses valued under Five Pounds and so struck out 
from the total Amount of the Valuation of such respective Tenement 
and Townland, and that the Valuation of each Tenement and Town- 5 
land after such Deduction shall be deemed to be the Value thereof for 
the Purposes of County Assessments, shall be repealed. 

II. In making out the Lists or Tables of Valuation mentioned in 
the said firstly herein-before mentioned Act, the Commissioner of 
Valuation shall distinguish all Hei-editaments and Tenements, or 10 
Portions of the same, of a public Nature, or used for charitable Pur- 
poses, or for the Purposes of Science, Literature, and the Fine Arts, as 
specified in an Act of the Sixth and Seventh Years of Her Ma,jesty, 
Chaptei- Thirty-six, and the Valuation of the same shall be deducted 
from the gross Amount of the Valuation of the Hereditaments and 16 
Tenements comprised in each such 'List or Table ; and all such Here- 
ditaments or Tenements, or Portions of the same, so distinguished and 
deducted, shall, so long as they shall continue to be of a public Nature 

or used for the Purposes aforesaid^ be deemed exempt from all Assess- 
ment for the Relief of the destitute Poor in Ii-eland and for Grand 20 
Jury and County Rates : Provided' always, that Half tlie annual 
Rent derived by the Owner or other Person interested in any Tene- 
ments or; Hereditaments so. distin'guished shall be included in such 
List or Tables, so far as the sanre can or may be ascertained by the 
said Commissioner of Valuation. 26
